Hillel Invites 


Koenig Criticizes U.S.' 
Weak Foreign Policies 


Early SalesGuarantee Public to Six 
Homecoming Success LectureSeries

• DEAN MYRON L. KOENIG put forth his view that the 
United States has no real foreign policy and advocated the 
setting up of a foreign service academy last Thursday night 
to the International Relations Club and Delta Phi Epsilon, in. 
a joint meeting of the two groups. 

Using Great Britain as an 
example of a nation with a 
foreign policy, Dean Koenig,, 
contrast^ our various and ’! 
sundry “courses ot action, " with 
such u "policy'’ as the favorable 
balance of power which one can 
trace in the history of Britain 
from the late 15th Century to the • 
present time., “In the history of 
the United States one can find no 
such policy." said Dean Koenig. 
Calls Doctrine Course of Aotton \ 
As an example, the so-called ■ 
policy, the Monroe Doctrine, was 
only a course of action because 
“the legislature never established 
it, other nations never accepted it, 
and it never became a part of In- 
ternational Law," and also be- 
cause “it has been used or Ignored 
as Presidents have wanted," 

The reason the United States 
has no stable foreign policy^ , 
claimed Dean Koenig, is partly 
that every time a new party comes 
into office a “new policy” is de- 
manded of the President and his 
Secretary of State, and.partly be- 
cause of the Foreign Service setup. 
Service Needs More SpeclallzaUon 
“More specialization is heeded 
in our Foreign Service," demanded 
Dean Koenig in an argument for" 
the establishment of a foreign 
service academy. "Is there any 
other profession that isn’t special- 
ized? Look at law or medicine 8r 
engineering." “We should be will- 
ing to spend more to train people" 
to establish our “first lin^ of de- 
fense," our “only and lasting pro- 
tectidn of peace,” declared Dean

• DO YOU REALLY believe that 
Red China, a country directly 
dictated by the Kremlin, should be 
admitted as our diplomatic neigh- 
hoT in the United Nations? Do you 
not se^ that this move would be 
the same as an outright approval 
of the Communistic policy which 
we Americans hate?' 

This action would bo one of 
shameful hypocrisy. Korea and all 
the sorrows and hardships that 
came with it would have been for 
nothing. The Red Chinese were 
the ones who gave the aid to the 
North Koreans; they were the 
ones W^o helped to torture and 
kill American boys. 

Perhaps, Mr. l^raus, ybu have 
not read any of the reports issued 
by the American prisoners of war. 
Perhaps, you can not understand 
what a terrible loss the death of 
a loved one is. 

You seem to Imply in one sec- 
tion of your report that Soviet 
Russia is against-us now because 
the United States did not ac- 
knowledge her before 1933. *1116 
Bolsheviks came Into power in the 
Revolution of 1917, after years of 
underground planning. Since then 
their policies in Russia have gone 
on uninterrupted and every person 
who has dar^ to defy the leaders 
has been wiped out.

His bread-and 
butter play was an off-tackle dash.

William and Mary game. He carried the ball for gains on each of th 
first four plays from scrimmage. But two plays later he muffed a pci

season, reesUs, "I'll remember that play for a long time. 1 started 
running with the ball before 1 had caught it." 

But Len is not cluttering up his mind with worrying over games 
that have passed.
